Jounstown, N. T., July 10.—The water 
Which came up over the village last night has 
pubsided generally this morning, but has left 
Bocenes of desolation in every direction. The 
water rose fifteen feet and overflowed every- 
thing. It bas now fallen about eight feet be- 
low the highest points. Ten people are thus 
far reported missing. The bodies of four 
have been recovered. These four are all 
Johnstown people. Those whose bodies are 
recovered are Charles Frear and two other 
men named Coakley and Yost, and a lé-year- 
old boy named Steadwel!. The drowned and 
missing people were among a crowd of thirty 
to fifty persons, who stood on the stone bridge 
@rossing the river at Perry street watching the 
rising water. They seemed regardless of 
danger until the bridge gave way and they 
were precipitated, The bridge was about 20 
feet high and about 2 wide. It was asingle 
arch structure, and was crossed by a street 
Car track. The stone bridge was swept away 
atabout7o’clockin the evening. Two iron 

bridges of the Johnstown, Fonda & Gloucester 
Railroad were wrecked, and seven or eight 
OTHER BRIDGES WERE CARRIED AWAY. 

Twotanncries owned by Simon Schriber 
were swept away and the Schriber and Ander- 
son dams were broken down. The water in 
the Cayadutta Creek began to rise at 4:36 and 
the stream was soon converted into a raging 
torrent. Of the men, women and children 
who were thrown into the water by the break- 
ing ofthe stone bridge, the larger number 
were saved by means of ropes thrown to them 
fromthe shore. This morning the fire de- 
partment, under the direction of 
Chiet Thompson, is engaged in 

tho search for more bodies. 
The water is stiilvery rough and dangerous 
for boats. The tinal and fatal rise in the 
Cayadatta wes very sudden andis attributed 
to the effects of a cloudburst. Besides the

The Commodity Rates and the Iowa Com- 
missioners’ Schedule. 


Ds Mons, Io., July 10.—TDae Western rail- 
roads by their acceptance and promulgation 
of what is known as the ‘‘commodity’’ rates 
have practically barred themselves from 
further objection to the lowa Commissioners’ 
schedule because of its excessively low rates. 
A careful comparison of the commodity rates 
and the commissioners’ schedule establishes 
the fact that the latter are from 50 to 
100 per cent higher than the commodity 
rates voluntarily adopted by the roads 
themselves. Interested men are still deter- 


mined to keep the railroad question in politics 
as a means of their political promotion and it 
would not be a matter of surprise if a system- 
atic effort would be made to convince the 
lowa commissioners that the interests of the 
jobbers of the State require the application of 
the commodity rates tothe local business in 
Iowa.

The Ellsworth Court-Martial,

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 10.—The court- 
martial of First Lieut. Henry G. Ells- 
worth, United States Marine Corps, which 
took place on board the United States steame- 


Ossippe, at Cape Haytien, Hayti, by order of 
Rear Admiral Bancroft Gherardi, Commanding 
tne United States naval forces of the North 
Atlantic Squadron, has been received at the 
Navy Department. Lieut. Ellsworth was tried 
upon two charges—falsehood and scandalous 
conduet tending to the destruction of good 
morals. The specifications charged him with 
standing in the ward-room of the Ossippe, 
that he contemplated a conflict of authority 
between Commander Keliogg and his officers; 
that a meeting was looked for, but 
that he was prepared to stand by 
Commander Kellogg and had counted on 
several officers to assist him; that he 
took the keys ofthe ammunition locker, and 
took out twenty rounds of ball cartridges for 
each man in his guard, which he stored in his 
room and which he retained. These state- 
ments were made in the presence of several 
officers and enlisted men, The court found 
Lieut. Elisworth guilty andsentenced him to 
be publicly reprimanded ina general order by 
the Secretary ofthe Navy, to be suspended 
from rank and duty for the period of one year, 
and to retain his present number on the list of 
First Lieutentants in the United States Marine 
Corps during that period, These proceedings 
and findings were approved by Rear Admiral 
Gherardl, who convened the court. 

Secretary Tracy is now preparing a special 
order on the subject, in which he will state 
that in view of the nature of the of- 
fenses with which Lieut. Ellsworth was 
charged aud found guilty, the department is 
of the opinion that the publication in general 
order of the specification of such offenses, 
with the action of the court and of the revis- 
ing authority in the case, will be to Lieut. 
Elisworth a severe rebuke for his misconduct 
on the occasion specified, and will constitute 
a sufficient reprimand without further com - 
ment thereon from the navy department. As 
the date of the origi al approval of the sen- 
tence of Admiral Gherardi was April 22, 1889, 
Secretary Tracy will order that it take effect 
from that date, from which, for the 
period of one year Lieut. Ellsworth will be 
suspended from rank and duty.

American Diplomacy at Berlin, . 
From the London Times. 

The international understanding at which 
the conference has at last arrived has not 
been reached without considerabie difficulty, 
as might, indeed, have been anticipated from 


the previous history of the question. The 
main stress of the controversy has been borne 
by Germany andthe United States, the two 
powers whose respective interests in Samoa 
came most directly into conflict. England 
has been content to occupy the position 
of honest broker,“ ready to ac- 
quiesce in almost any settlement 
which contented the two principal 
digputants. It rested mainly with the United 
States to dispute and withstand the claims ad- 
vanced by Germany to exercise effective con- 
trol and sovereignty over the Sainoan group. 
The United States took the lead in disputing 
the claims formerly advanced by Germany. 
The main object of the conference was to 
establish a modus vivendi less tayorable to 
the German claims than that advanced by 
Germany at the conference held at Washing- 
ton two years ago, and thus, as the interests 
of England were less directly concerned than 
those of the United States, while they pointed 
in the same direction, it became easy for the 
English delegates to leave the burden of the 
negotiations in the hands of their American 
colleagues, 

The details of the settlement now arrived at 
will not be officially divulged until the con- 
vention has been submitted to the American 
Senate. Butitis understood that the confer- 
ence has resulted in a withdrawal,or, at least, 
a material modification of the more extreme 
claims of Germany, and a settlement of the 
ee points at issue in the sense desired 

y the Government of the United States. What 
Germany demanded two years ago at Wash- 
ington wasa virtual mandate to control the 

airs of Samoa fora period of five years. 
This demand was strenuously resisted by the 
American Government, and the whole question 
remained unsettled u the present Con- 
ference assembied at Be at the beginning 
of last month. The demand of Germany to be 
intrusted with the virt ereiguty of Sa- 
moa has now been abando 

At first sight the net result of the conference 
seems to be that Germany Bas yielded on 
every material pointto the demands of the 
United States. When the convention itself is 
published, however, it will probably be found 
that the question has reaily deen settled 
on a reasonable basis of give and take. 
It has been clear enough from the de- 
ginning of the conference that the 
original claims of Germany were not likely 
to be recognized in their entirety. For a long 
time German influence was paramount in 
Samoa, and where German influence is para- 
mount it is apt to be somewhat indifferent to 
the interests of other Powers. But ever since 
the Governinent of the United States began to 
take a direct interest in the question, and to 
manifest its determination not to allow Amer- 
ican interests to be ignered, it has been plain 
that Germany would find it expedient to abate 
something of her former pretensions. In any 
case we cannot but congratulate Prince 
Bismarck and the German Government on 
the conciliatory spirit they have shown in 
the setclement of the troublesome question. 
It cannot be denied that the action of Germany 
in Samoa has on many occasions been high- 
handed, impolitic and inconsistent alike with 
treaty obligations and the interests of other 

owers. Itis, perhaps, as well, therefore, 
that in this particular case Prince Bismarck 
should have bee: made to realize that, where 
the interests of the United States are con- 
cerned, the American Government is very 
little affected by many of those considerations 
which necessarily restrain the action of those 
European Governments with which he is more 
accustomed to deal. It is easy to see that 
there might have been many reasons why it 
would be inexpedient for England, whose in- 
terests in the whole matter are little more 
than secondary and subordinate, to follow the 
line of policy in regard to German action in 
Samoa which It was natural and necessary for 
the Government of the United States to pur- 
sue. It is not less plain that even Germany 
would be compelled to think twice or thrice 
before provoking a collision with America 
over such a question as that of Samoa, and we 
cannot but 17 — therefore, that the infiu- 
ence of the United States has been so mod- 
erately and yet so effectually exerted. '

Our Mayor’s Cdurse in Regard to the St. 
Louis Johnstown Fund Commended. 
From the Philadelphia Record. 

It is difficult to see how the various commit- 
tees who have constituted themselves keepers 
and defenders of the Johnstown relief funds 
contributed by a generous public can regard 
their work upto this time with any degree of 
satisfaction. With tew exceptions the method 


of one of these bodies is the method 
of all. They have sent exploring 
or junketing subcommittees to Johns 
town, ostensibly to discover the 


most presting needs of the sufferers, in reality, 
it appears, to furnish pretexts for further de- 
lay in delivering over to the destitute inhabi- 
tants of the Conemaugh Valley the money that 
is theirs by right. Of all these volunteer 
visitors the only one who seems to have 
thoroughly appreciated the dreadful condition 
of Jobnstown’s people is Mayor Noonan, the 
kind-hearted Mayor of St. Louis, who under 
tbe influence of an irresistible impulse of 
kindly generosity, gave out the money 
in his possession right and left 
among the impoverishea flood suffer - 
ers, ceasing not until his supply of cash was 
entirely exhausted. It appears to be very 
hard to make these volunteer committees, 
composed in general either of inflated 
oniciais, drunk with power, or of substantial 
men of affairs, with little thought for the mat- 
ter except, perbaps, that here is a great sum 
of money to be preserved from indiscriminate 
bands—it appears to be very hard, we re- 
peat, to make these committees under- 
stand that they are not and ought not 
to be responsible for the distribution 
ofa charity fund not given to them, not in- 
trusted to them as almoners, but specifically 
intended, every dollar ot it, for the people 
who sustained such fearful losses at Jobas- 
town andits suburbs. Certainly, if the peo- 
ple could have known that their generous 
offering would nave been withheld as they have 
been by these committees, not one dollar 
would ever have been sent to them. The 
money would have gone direct to Johnstown, 
where it belongs. 

This is not a question of confidence in Gov- 
ernors, or Mayors, or any other individuals, 
no matter bow exaited their temporary sta- 
tion. Itissimplya question of getting the 
money subscribed by the people to relieve 
dire distress at Johnston into the bands and 
the pockets ofthe inhabitants of that deso- 
lated section. The custodians of the relief 
funds all over the country, amounting to 
millions of dollars inthe aggregate, do not 
and cannot know what is required by the 
stricken community. The largess of the peo 

ple should de distributed by men who live in 
and are identified with the great business in- 
terests of the Conemaugh Valley. Send every 
dollar of the money on to the Johnstown 
Yinance Committee st once!

SCORES POOR CHILDREN TO BE SENT 
OUT INTO THE COUNTRY. 


Work Being Done by One Branch of the 
Children’s Aid Society—Clothing Needed 
for the Little Ones—A Home for Depraved 
Women Wanted—Charity Suggestions. 


HE ‘‘Country Week, 
one of the best charities 
ever organized, has start-

ten children will be sent 
2» /7, to Shipman, III., and two 
cy of these will remain away 
all summer. The other 
eight will make a visit of 
two weeks. Next Tuesday the bia excursion 
of the year will take place. The party will 
consist of thirty-one girls and twenty-nine 
boys. They aretospend two weeks at Wil- 
liamsville, Mo., 145 miles from St. Louis on 
the St. Louis, Iron Mountain 4 Southern Rail- 
road. They will take the train at 8:30 o’ciock, 
and will be accompanied by two guardians. 
On their arrival in Williamsville they will be 
met by farmers, among whom they will be 
apportioned. Arrangements have also been 
perfected to send nine children to Reno, III., 
next week, two to remain all summer. 

Mrs. Cundiff, who has charge of this work, 
in speaking about the excursions thus far ar- 
ranged by the Country Week said this 
morning: ‘‘We need clothes and material for 
making underwear badly. The great majority 
of the children wesend out to the farmers for 
visits we are obliged not only to dress from 
head to foot, but to supply with changes. We 
cannot send them out unless their apparel is 
neatand clean. The applications to go onthe 
Country Week excursions have beenso nu- 
merous this season that we have not had 
meterial enough to furnish the little ones who 
are desirous of making these trips with the 


clothes necessary for them. We have had to 
purchase considerable material. This should 
not be. We could have all the material 
needed for clothing them all nicely if the peo- 
ple of the city would be a tittle more thought- 
ful. There are thousands of housebolds in 
which there is a great amount of 

CASIr-OFF CLOTHING 
lying around which wouid be thankfully re- 
ceived by us and be made of great benefit to 
those who need it. It is not necessary 
for persons who can furnish us waterial 
for garments for boys and girls 
to go to any trouble about it. Ifthey will only 
notify us at the society’s office, on Eleventh 
and Locust streets (in the old . M. C. A. 
building), of where and when tocall, we will 
sec to it that the clothes are sent after.“ 

How many children has the Country Week 
sent out on visits to various places in the 
country since the society was orgauized?’’

„Has there been any complaint from the 
ebildren as to the manner iu which they were 
treated?“ 

No, we never have any complaints on that 
score. I mean complaints that amount to 
anything. Onjthe contrary we find that those 
who go out once aro generally so well treated 
and delighted with their visit that they want 
to go again. The peopie into whose charge 
the children sent out by us are giyen fora 
short period are always recommended by 
some Christian minister at the place to which 
the little ones are sent. We make all our ar- 
ranpements tbrough the ministers and on that 
account are pretty sure that the children are 
going into good hands, as the minlsters would 
not recommend us to send any little 
ones to a person who be did not believe 
would give them good treatment. Sometimes 
the families into which one of the little visit- 
ors sent by us is received take a great fancy 
to the child and are desirous of having him or 
her, as the case may be, sent to them again, 
Here is a letter I received from Shipman, III., 
this week. The writer, as you see, wishes the 
same little girl who visited him last year to 
come to him again, and aske whether we can’t 
induce ner to pay his family another yisit. I 
don’tthink we will have any trouble about 
gratifying his desire.’’ 

A NEEDED INSTITUTION, 

Mrs. K. P. Jobnson, the office representa- 
tive of the Associated Churity Workers at 
100642 Chestnut street, speakiug about the 
work ofthat society, said this morning: It 
would be a great charity if some institution 
were founded where we could send thor- 
oughly depraved women. Really, at present, 
when they apply here, or are brought here, I 
am puzzled what to do with them. To ask 
the White Cross Home to take them 
would be to offer an impediment 
to the good work which that institution is 
doing. It would not doto put thoroughly de- 
praved women in with those who have only 
fallen away from the path of virtue. But there 
should be some place where such pitiable 
ereatures should be given a chance to elevate 
themselves if they so desired. Another great 
improvement would be to have facilities fur- 
nished for testing the merit of beggars. Half 
of the beggars around town are good for 
nothing and charity isthrown away on them. 
If we could iatrocuce the system adopted 
tn some cities of having an arrangement with 
contractors whereby, when aman applied 
for assistance, he could be sent out todo 
some little work sufficient to earn him bis 
board and lodging aud give him plenty of 
timeto look for better work it would bea 
good thing. We could also have wood for 
them to cut or coal to carry forthe various 
institutions in winter and if they were dis- 
posed to work and were not chronic beggars 
they could by performing such work for, say 
an hour or even tess daily, insure them- 
selves sufficient to eat and a piace to sleep. 
»The Associated Charity Workers and their 
object, which is that of simply facilitating the 
work of the other societies, but in no way in- 
terfering with it, and insuring the rightful 
aud best disposition of charity, at the same 
time guarding against any persons receiving 
assistance from different charitable organiza- 
tions and in excess of their needs, are grad- 
ually becoming wellknown and understood 
and conseguently their work is being greatly 
facilitated.

ABANDONED THE FIRE FESTIVAL, 


A Radical Change in the Fall Entertain- 
ment Programme Decided On, 


A meeting of the Festival of Fire Committee 
was held yesterday afternoon at the Mercan- 
tile Club in which it was agreed that the fire- 
works display, announced to take place on 
four nights of September and October, must 
be abandoned. The following resolution was 
offered and adopted: 

‘*‘Whereas, The Committee on the Festival 
of Fire having found on consultation with the 
owners of wharfboats occupying the river 
front, that owing to the extraordinary volume 
of their business during the fall season, it 
would be impractieable to remove their wharf- 
boats, and without their removal the Grand 
Festival of Fire as arranged by the committee 
could not be adequately seen therefrom, it Is 
hereby resolved that the committee reluct- 
antly abandonthe proposed Festival of Fire 
on the river. 

The reason of this action, is as stated in the 
resolution, the difficuity in removing tbe 
wharf boats. The displays were to be given on 
the river south of the bridge where they could 
be seen by the thousands of persons standing 
onthe bank. With the wharf boats at their 
reguiar places the spectators near the water 
line could see nothing of the freworks, and 
the space higher up would not be adequate for 


the accommodation of the number that 
would be attracted to see the dis- 
plays. It was proposed to remove 


the wharfboats but a committee appointed to 
investigate the subject found the cost would 
be something like $24,000 and that the remov- 
als would interfere seriously with the busi- 
ness of the wharf boatand steamboat owners 
whose trace is In the fall very large. 

These facts were insurmountable objections 
to the scheme of the committee, which being 
appreciated by the members led to the adop- 
tion of the resolution printed above. 

What will be done in lleu of the Festival of 
Fire the committee does not know as yet and 
will be grateful for any suggestions that uray 
be — to them by the contributors to the 
fund.

PLAYING WITH FELONY. 

There appears to be an abundance of 
foolishness in the methods employed by 
State authorities to puta stop to prize- 
fighting. 

The attempted enforcement of the law 
is simply a roaring farce. No better 
illustration of this could be found than in 
the recent Sullivan-Kilrain mill. Every 
State in the Uhion, except Louisiana, 
where some doubt as to the fact seems to 
exist, has a law against prize-fighting. 
When this fight was announced the 
hue and cry were raised against 
it by press, pulpit and _ public. 
The protest grew in strength ‘as the 
time for the event approached, The 
authorities of the States were called upon 
to enforce the law and prevent the 
brutal exhibition.’’ The Governors of 
the States in which it was theught the 
fight might take place issued high-sound- 
ing proclamations, demanding of the 
local authorities that they arrest the 
principals and backers wherever they 
might attempt to pitch the ring. The 
militia was got in readiness for a sudden 
call, and there was the usual talk of 
Sheriff’s interference and of the great 
preparations made to prevent the contest. 

The sports laughed in their sleeves and 
went calmly ahead with their plans. 
Trains were chartered, tickets were pub- 
licly sold and public receptions were held. 
The local authorities were evaded, bribed 
or defied and the mill took place accord- 
ing to programme. The principals, back- 
ers and spectators returned -· publicly to New 
Orleans and their homes with boisterous 
demonstrations. No arrests have been 
made and nothing has been done to pun- 
ish the defiant violators of the law. 

The absurdity of these proceedings is 
manifest. If there is a lawto prevent 
prize-fighting there is a law to punish 
prize-fighters and if there is no law to 
punish them there is no law to prevent 
their fighting. The proclamations and 
preventive preparations without subse- 
quent action to command respect for the 
law constitute playing with crime. As 
well issue proclamations against mur- 
der, arson androbbery and then let the 
perpetrators of these crimes go free. 

Prize-fighting is a felony and should be 
treated as any other felony. The violat- 
ors of the law against it should be ar- 
rested, ‘extradited, or taken from one 
State to another if necessary, and tried 
as plaincriminals. If they were treated to 
punishment in the shape of seclusion and 
hard labor in the State’s prison their will- 
ingness to stand punishment in the ring 
would vanish quickly. The only sure 
method of putting a stop to prize-fighting 
is to give the sluggere liberal doses of 
the law’s penalty.

THE surrender of? BILL“ Mites to the 
Sheriff of Greene County at Springfield 
puts a better face on the killing of the 
Taney County officials with which he and 
his brother are charged. He claims that 
the shooting was done in self-defense and 
that the slain officers did not attempt to 
arrest them as officers, but acted as par- 
tisans in the Taney County feud, and 
merely used their authority as à cover for 
murderous intentions. Unfortunately. 
the authority of the law has been used so 
much for this purpose in Taney County, 
and the feud between the different par- 
ties is so widespread that there is color for 
this story and reason to believe his further 
statement that he fled the country because 
if he had been captured by the officers 
and their posse he would have been killed 
without trial.

VICTORIA, B. C., July 10.—The report sub- 
mitted by the Rresident and unanimously 
adopted at the annual meeting of the British 
Columbia Board of Trade is pronounced in 


favor of reciprocity with the United States. 
Referring to the fishing industry of the prov- 
ince it is stated that in the absence of any 
useful effort on the part of the Federal Goy- 
ernment private enterprise has explored and 
demonstrated that the black cod and halibut 
banks are practically unlimited. The board ex- 
presses the earnest hope that the Dominion 
Government will endeavor to bring avout an 
interchange of fishery products with’ the 
United States, as there is no other market. 
Reference is made to the vast iron deposits in 
the province, whieh would be utilized to the 
advantage of both conntries were reciprocity 
adopted. Had the 40 per cent increased duty 
on lead been passed last session against the 
States it would have produced bad résults to 
the salmon industry. At to lumber, reciproc- 
ity would be of incalculable benefit. The re- 
portdraws attention to three causes which 
have regard to the development of the 
province: First lack of suificient unskilled 
labor at moderate cost; second, an unduly 
severe eustoms tariff under which nécessaries 
of life which have to be imported become so 
dear that rates of wages current in other 
parts of the Dominion cannot be adopted 
there, and, third, the absence of a market for 
provincial products. In conclusion the re- 
port urges the board to represent in the 
proper quarter the disadvantages under 
which the province is placed, both by its 
isolated position and the present fiscal policy 
of the country.

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TRYING TO REALIZE 


A SUIT AGAINST THE RSTATE OF THE LATE 
HENRY OVERSTOLZ. 


Receiver Stephens of the Fifth National 
Bank feeks to Make Good Losses on the 
Personal and Realty of the Presiding Di- 
rector of the Defunct Bank—Alleged Vio- 
lations of the National Banking Law. 


ECEIVER STEPHENS of 
the defunct Fifth 
National Bank of St. 
Louis to-day filed suit 
in the United States Cir- 
cuit Court against the 
estate of Henry Over- 
Stolz, the late President 
of the institution, for 
over $200,000. The suit 
is based on the alleged 
violation of the act of 
Congress in prohibiting 
anational banking as- 
sociation from lending 
to one person or firm a 
sum in excess of one- 
tenth of the paid-up 
capital stock. It is 
claimed the most seri- 
ous losses sustained by 
the bank were oc- 
casioned by losses on loans of this character. 

The title of the suit filed to-day ls Lon V. 
Stephens, Receiver of the Fifth National Bank 
of St. Louis, plaintiff, vs. the estate of Henry 
Overstolz, deceased, defendant.’’ 

The petition recites thatthe Fifth National 
Bank of St. Louis was organized December 2, 
1882, and continued in the banking 
business, with a paid-up capital of 8300, 000, 
until the 17th of November, 1887, when 
itsuspended. Ou November 15 the receiver 
was appointed. Henry Overstola was a 
director of the bank and President of its Board 
of Directors, receiving a stated salary. He 
died November 29, 187. Phillipine Overstolz, 
his widow, was appointed and qualified as the 
executrix of the estate, valued at $150,000. The 
petition further recites that the Comptroller 
ofthe Currency, in his suit for the dissolution 
of the bank in the United States Circuit Court, 
charged that President Overstolg violated the 

rovisions of acts of Congress by permitting 

‘atban Goldsmith & Co. 

TO BECOME INDEBTED 

in a sum largely in excess of one-tenth of the 
amount of paidup capital and that the bank 
did loan to Goldsmith & Co. sums in excess of 
$50,000 over and above the limit in violation of 
Federal Statute No. 5,200. It was also charged 
that the John Meyer Lumber Co. and the St, 
Louis Planing Mill Co. and other persons 
and firms’’ also borrowed in excess of tho 
statutory limit described. The bank failing to 
appear, the Circuit Court found for the Comp- 
troller on May 21, 1888. 

The petitioner then says that Henry Over- 
stolz at the time of the suspension of said 
bank was llable for all damages sustalued in 
consequence of the violations of the acts of 
Congress; tbat such liability was in the per- 
sonal and individual capacity of Henry Over- 
stolg, and that upon his decease his estate in 
control of Phillipine Overstolz, as executrix, 
became liable for these losses. 

A more particular recital of the tlability says 
that between the month of December, 1882, 
and November 17, 1887, the bank loaned to 
Nathan Goldsmith & Co. amounts whereof at 
the appointment of the receivers there re- 
mained due $129,591.62, being $99,591.62 in ex- 
cess of one-tenth of capital stock of bank paid 
in. Ofthe suin first mentioned $54,591.62 has 
been wholly lost, Nethan Goldsmith & Co. 
being, it ia alleged, wholly insolvent. It is 
alleged that Heury Overstolz, as President 
and Director, 

PARTICIPAAED IN OR ASSENTED 
to making all loans and advances, including 
those cited in the petition, and is liabiein the 
sum of $24,591.62,for which judgment is asked. 

Auother specification avers that the Joba 
Meyer Lumber (Co. owed the bank at suspen- 
sion $184,515.55, of which $20,000 has been col- 
lected by the receiver, the loss to the bank 
being $114,515.55, an amount $84,515. 55 in excess 
of the legal limit, for which sum judgment is 
asked. 

A third specification alleged that the St. Louis 
Planing Mil co. owed the bank $86,971.27, of 
which $2,500 was collected bv the Receiver, 
leaving due $84,471.27, or $54,471.27 in excess of 
the legal limit, for which amount judgment 
against the estate is asked. 

A fourth specification is that the Elliotville 
Mills, a corporation of the State of Connecti- 
cut, at suspension, November 17, 187, owed 
the bank $97,259.58, on which only $7,500 was 
collected, leaving a balance against the in- 
solvent company of $87,759.58, which is wholiy 
uncoilectible and lost to the bank and fe- 
ceiver. 

Claiming the liability of the late President’s 
estate for these losses the sult is instituted. 

The trial of the case will be the rst judicial 
inquiry into the managemet of the bank’s 
affairs. No appearance was entered by the 
bank at the suit instituted by Controller Tren- 
holm for dissolation. It is claimed by the 
receivers thatthe late President largely di- 
rected the affairs of the bank and that it was 
by his advice that the loans were made,

STILL NO QUOTATIONS. 


The Chicago Board of Trade Secretly Con- 
siders What It Will Do. 


It was expected that there would be some 
définite indications to-day as to what action 
the Chicago Board of Trade would take in ref- 
erence to sending out its quotations, btit so 
far as could be learned early nothing had 
been done. Its Board of Directors met Tues- 
day and considered the subject very fully, but 
passed a resolution placing injunctions of se- 
crecy on its different members. Under this 


all that was giveti out was that the Board of 
Trade would appeal to the courts to-day, and 
that oh the action of the courts in 
reply to the appeal would depend 
whether the quotations would be fur- 
nished to the public, or whether the coliec- 
tion of them would be dicontinued. Dis- 
patches received from there on ‘Change this 
worning were to the effect thatno action had 
been taken at all, @xe@pt to authorize the 
Board of Trade to (petition for a modification 
of the dectee of the courts which allow the 
Board of trade to)seud out its quotations on 
the plan adopted by the governors of the New 
York Exchange. This, as already stated 

the PosT-DIsPaTcH, will enable 
the Board of Trade to furnish 
the qtiotations to the Western Union Tele- 
graph Co., for delivery to Board of Trade 
members, promptiy, and for distribution to 
the public generally at a certain time after 
that, which would be auy place from two to 
ten minutes later. The feeling here is not 
favorable to this eis while it would al- 
most cértainly head off the bucket shops, it is 
thought it would oe such organizations as 
the Metchants’ Exchange on the same basis, 
unless the rule could be evaded by an Officer 
of the e becoming a member ot the 
Unieago Board of Trade.

THE MOORE DIVORCE CASE. 


Testimony All in and the Argument in the 
Case Postponed Until To-Morrow. 


The divorce case of Mrs. Mary Josephine 
Moore is drawing to a close. The testimony 
was concluded yesterday afternoon and when 
one Witness was examined this morning on 
minor points the case was closed. Prof. Moore 
was onthe stand yesterday after the Post- 
DISPATCH went to press, and he gave his own 
explanations ofincidentsin his married life 
which had been so fully rehearsed by others, 
subject to the various constructions

ive up his profession for mer- 
cantile life. rs. Moore followed the advice 
of her parents,and then finding that his music 
was causing trouble in the family Moore gave 
it up and went into Mr. * 
wagon shop. He worked there for 
several months, but received no salary, and 
on that account gave up that business. He 
then started a grocery store, but only made 
$0 a month out of it, and as that was not 
enough to support his family, he sold it out. 
During the time that he was in the wagon and 
13 business he and his wife lived with 
r. Murphy, and they paid no board, but 
when he was giving music lessons he paid 
board for himself and his family. Moore said 
that when he reached St. Louis after his trip 
to Europe with his wife he had just $37 in bank. 
A good dea! of his furniture had been sold and 
he was in rather bard circumstances. He 
wanted his wife to cut down expenses until he 
could catch up, but she would not doitand 
Mrs. Murphy gave Mrs. Moore $30 a month 
until he made some money. When the ques- 
tion of his drinking came up he admitted that 
he drank and said that where he came frow it 
was the custom to drink regularly but mod- 
erately. He had never concealed from Mrs. 
Moore, either before or after thelr marriage, 
the fact that he drank moderately, and when 
they were in Europe together they drank beer 
together during the day and took Scotch tod- 
dies together at night. As for the picnic, 
which bas been referred to, on which occasion 
he is said to have been drunk, Moore said that 
he smoked for the first time in six months, 
danced an Irish Jig with an Irish 
lady, drank a little and rode home in a 
jolting car, and the smoking, dancing and 
jolting bad more to do with his sickness than 
the drinking. His wife charged 
him then with visiting improper 
places, and he ad mitted that he 
gotangry because she would not believe him 
when he said he had been toapicnic with 
ladies and gentlewen and because she accused 
him of going to places to which a man should 
not go. Moore added, with tears in his eyes, 
that never before that time nor since had he 
told his wife an untruth. He had never struck 
her nor threatened to strike her, but had al- 
ways treated her with kindness and when she 
was so sick on their return from Europe he 
gavethe head steward $10 in order that she 
might have little delicacies which she could 
not otherwise have had. But she grew ca- 
pricious and in mid-ocean insisted on having 
a raw turnip, which, of course, he could not 
obtain for ber. Their quarrels, he said, grew 
out of their relations with Mrs. Moore's 
E and once they had a dispute because 
e notified Mr. Murphy that if he did not pay 
the salary due for the work he had done in the 
wagonshop he would sue for it. 
IN EXPLANATION 
of the incidents related by the servants, in 
which they intimated: that Moore was for- 
ward in bis manner, Moore said that when 
Mrs. Mary Green, nee Halford, brought his 
supper to him when be was sick in bed she 
knocked on the door and he said ‘‘Come in. 
He had his face to the walland did not see 
her, and he repeated, ‘‘Come in’’ before he 
knew she was in the room. His wife came to 
him and told him Ma Halford had said he 
bad insulted her, andhe sprang from the 
bed to go down stairs and drive her 
from the house, but realizing how scanty was 
his clothing he got back in bed and told his 
wife to order her away. When his wife went 
down stairs and returned he asked her if she 
had ordered Mary out ot the house, and she 
said she had, Coneerning his alleged attempt 
to enter the room of Maria Timothy, he said 
that he went to the room and asked her 
through the door if there was any nam in the 
house. She saia she would be out in a few 
minutes, and he waited, because he thought 
if there was any it would be down stairs in the 
ice chest and when she got it he would take it 
up stairs. He heard a noise for a while, then 
heard nothing. He waited and, hearing no 
sound, broke in the door—it was only held 
by a broken and insecure fastening— 
and found that she had got out 
through the window. Moore said 
that his action was innocent and 
perfectiy harmless, but it had been miscon- 
strued and distorted. He left the room and 
went up to bod without thinking any more 
about the matter. When the charge that he 
had ignored his wife was referred to he said 
that she had spoken bitterly against him, and 
as he was notin a good humor on account of 
his domestie troubies, it made him angry and 
he did not go into her room for three days.

THE COTTON CROP,

Report of the Statistician of the Department 


of Agriculture, 


Wasninctos, D. C., July 10.— The June 
report of the statistician of the Department of 
Agriculture shows an improvement in the 
condition of cotton during the past month, 
The early planted areas are well advanced. 
That which was planted in May and that 
which had not gérminated before the sea- 
son of drought is late and small. 
There was frost neariy throughout the cotton 


belt on the last of May and the first of June 
which prevented grog already long 
delayed and arrested the growth of plants, 
There s general complaint of the effects of a 
dry and coolseason continuing through May 
and into June in delaying germinations and 
growth and favoring the prevalence of lice, 
West of the Mississippi, especially in Texas, the 
séason is considered a Wet one, and the June 
rains continuing till the day of report began 
at an earlier date than in the Atiantié States. 
Their effect bas been to improve the stand 
which was very defective and advance the 
growth of the plant. Thé prevalence of 
raius left the fields somewhat assy 
on the first of July, a eondition 
which a few days of sunshine since 
May have remedied. Except on plant- 
ations having too large an arena forthe num- 
ber of plows available, the — was gener- 
ally kept clean during the period of drought. 
The wide variation in date ot germination has 
had tye effect to make the erop latter a 
week or twothan thatof 1888, and the stand is 
notso good. Some plante came up in April, 
nd some late in June. The per centages of con- 
ition by States are as follows: Virginia, ;

Havana purchase is now on the way to Port. 
au-Prinee. She is the Hero,ancion propeler 
ot 1,200 tons. She was built originally forthe 
Peruvian Government, but rejected because 
notuptothe requirements of the contract. 
The Spanish line plying between Havana and 
Port-au-Prince purchased her and she bas 
served several years as a merchant steamer 
between those two points. Orders were given 
for .the purehase in this city of an 
armament for her, but were recently counter. 


manded, Legitime cabling that all the guns 
necessary were now in Port-au-Prince. The 
Baltimore purchase has been kept a profound 
secret for months. There have been rumors 
that a vessel was being contracted for, but the 
Haytien consulate professed ignorance, Tie 
new gunboat is the United States revenue 
cutter McCulloch, which was put up at auc. 
tion in the early spring at Baltimore. She 
was bought in bya ship broker in this city 
under orders from the Consulate. She isof 
270 tons burden. Her armament, which s 
now dein put aboard, consists of one 
sigty: poundet breech-loading rifle, two 
of the Hotchkiss revolving guns 
and two Gatlings. She will be ready 
to sall on the 18th, and will start under the 
American flag with papers made out for Port- 
au-Prince.

Howard Patterson, who recently arrived froin 
Hayti, where he was in charge of Legitime's 
navy, and gave it out that he was not going 
to return to Port-au-Prince. Stephen Pres. 
ton, Jr., son ot Minister Preston, who 
recently arrived bere on his way to 
Germany, will go down on the MeCul- 
loch and see her properly transferred. 
It is evidentiy Legitime’s purpose to main- 
tain an effectual blockade, if he can, of some 
of the northern ports.

The large breweries 
a in all of the large 
oltles have always 
made a division of 
local territory, toa 

great extent, by agreeing on prices in such 
territory and declining to compete for outside 
local patronage. The rule has been found to 
work very well as a general thing, but it has 
pot by any means prevented cuts in the price 
of beer im the large cities. St. Louis, for 


ipstance, has been the seat of a 
war for a long time, as a result of 
which some saloons have purchased 


beer as low as $2.70 a barrel, anda number of 
them received regular supplies at $3.60 a 
berrel, while the regular price was $8 a barrel, 
with a fixed trade discount. This war was 
ended by the organization of the St. Louis 
Brewing Association, recently, and the pur- 
chase by itof all of the breweries in St. Louis 
and East St. Louis except those of Anheuser- 
Busch, W. J. Lemp and Louis Obert. The 
latter is in no way connected with the Brew- 
lug Association, though the Anheuser-Busch 
aud Lemp management are supposed to be 
working in harmony with the association so 
far as prices are concerned. This had the 
effect of 
CUTTING OFF ALL COMPETITION, 

and the standard price was at once jumped up 
to the $8 rates, minus only the trade discount. 
This rate bas since ruled, but very much to 
the disappointment of many of the saloon- 
keepers, who do not appreciate banding their 
old profits over to the brewers. Upto this 
time, however, they have had no other re- 
course. They at first talked of organizing 
anew company for the erection of a saloon- 
keepers’ brewery, but this project was 
uiowed to die very soon after it was first 
ulked of. It was expected then that the Con- 
plidated Association would be able to 
eptrol the business in connection with the 
Anheuser and Lemp breweries, but 
mother difficulty presented itself when 


thold brewery managers began to withdraw 
thir support from the saloon-keepers in 80 
ur as advancing money to pay licenses was 
concerned. This threw them into much worse 
olor with the saloon-keepers, and many of 
ihe latter have since been doling everything 
possible to bring in outside competition. In 
this they have been assisted by the brewery 
workers belonging to the Journeymen Brew- 
ee’ Association, the union organization. The 
wien men have bad a great deal of trouble 
vith the breweries, Louis Obert being the 
oly one who signed the union scale and 
reognized union rules in the direction 
oo the work.

Secretary Stock, when seen this morning, said 
ne could form no idea as yet as to the num 
ber or location of the saloons that will go out 
of existence, Mr. Nolker also said he had no 
idea as yet what the number would be. At 
Collector Zeigenheim’s oftice Mr. Carl Unger, 
his deputy, saidthat the licenses had oniy 
fallen due on the 4th inst., and that the work 
of renewals had not yet progressed suffi- 
ciently to enable them to form any estimates. 
POSITION OF THE BREWERY WORKERS. 

C. F. Bechtold, the Secretury of the Brew- 
ers and Malsters Union, was seen this morn- 
ing. Hesaid: ‘*The present trouble is not of 
recent origin. There have been differences 
between the bosses and the men ever 
since the agreement of 1887 expired and 
the bosses refused to sign another agreement. 
The brewery owners then positively refused 
to recognize our union or agree to any scale 
of wages. They have persisted in this refusal 
eversince. We have made overtures to them 
frequentiy but have had no encouragement. 
Some time ago the Central Labor Union 
Grievance Committee, which was created by 
delegates sent from the German Arbeiter Ver- 
band, the Trades and Labor Union, and Dis- 
trict Assembly, No. 17, Knights of Labor, took 
up the matter, and after working hard to se- 
cure asettlement of the differences between 
the owners and the men failed utterly. Yes- 
terday they issuedacircular which contains 
the following resolution: 

Whereas, The boss brewers of the City of St. 
Louis having formed an association known as the St. 
Louis Brewers’ Association, commonly called Trust 
and in doing so have entirely ignored the Brewers’ 
Union, having refused to make a settlement on any 
basis, aud also refused to accept the proposition 
proffered them by the committee selected from the 
central labor organizations, composed of delegates 
from the Trades and Labor Union, D.A. 17, K. of L., 
and German Arbeiter Verband, who were selected for 
the purposeof arbitrating the existing difficulties. 
but the association declared they had no use for 
me or orgauized labor in any form: therefore, 

81 

Resolved, That this committee denounce the ac- 
tion of the St. Louis Brewers’ Association as open 
enemies of organized labor, and hereby request all 
the laboring people of St. Louis and vicinity, and 
also all friends of the working classes to refrain from 
patronizing all persons who sell beer made by this 
association. 

AGAINST THE TRUST. 

The circular also has a list of the brewer- 
les composing the association and recom- 
mends workingmen to 4 — Louis Obert’s 
Arsenal Brewery and the Banner Brewing Co. 
of Cincinnati, whick has opened a branch of- 
fice in thiscity. The Brewers and Maisters’ 
Union has been relieved of the fight by the 
action of the Central Labor Grievance Com- 


mittee, and we believe that the Sa- 
loonkeepers’ Association will join us 
in the fight, or at least go 
part of the way with us. We are 
sure that some of the saloons will 


refuse to take trust beer any longer because 
they depend on the patronage of workingmen. 
The Aschenbroedel on Market street, which is 
the musicians’ headquarters; Central Turner 
Hall, where the workingmen hold their meet- 
ings; Spiering’s saloon on Broadway, between 
Clark avenue and Spruce street, and 
Albert Henry’s on Broadway and Cerre 
street, which are waiters’ headquarters, and 
Nother saloons of that sort will have to sell 
union beer. Unions that meet in balls over 
saloons will, of course, 
INSIST ON HAVING UNION BEER 

in the saloons, and soa considerable trade 
will be lost to the trust breweries. 

„„The Anheuser and the Lemp breweries 
have refused to recognize the union though 
they are not members of the trust. I under- 
stand that they had an agreement with the 
trust to take no customers away from the 
trust breweries. Wehave heard that they are 
not living up to their contract, but have taken 
customers from the Liberty and Bremen brew- 
eries. Both are small concerns and we think 
that this action shows the policy of the big 
breweries is to kill off the small ones, whether 
in or out of the trust. 

„„What led to action being taken at this par- 
ticular time against the buses brewera?’’ 

„There are so many men out of employ- 
ment. The malting season has been over a 
month, and there are about fifty malsters out 
of work inconsequence. Mostof them will be 
compelled to loaf until September, when the 
malting season begins again. In season these 
men receive $65 per month. They can 
work — if they lose no time from 
sicknéss—nine mouths a year at 
that rate. It has been ‘customary before to 
find work for them in the brewery when the 
malting season is over but since the union 
has been started the boss brewers have ceased 
to do that. As the work of the maisters is 
very hard nearly all of them lose time during 
the regular season and none of them are really 
able to loaf for three or four months. 

DISCONTENTED SALOON KEEPERS. 

There was a meeting at Central Turner Hall 
this afternoon of the saloonkeepers who form 
the local association, before whom appeared 
revresentatives of the two breweries recom- 
mended as union. Before the meeting a 
saloonkeeper said: ‘‘The object of the meet- 
ing as I understand it isto take some action 
that will look to weeding out of our organiza- 
tion the men who are simply instruments of 
the breweries. You know there are a large 
number of saloons in the city owned by 
the breweries and run by men who 
bave an interest in the profits only. 
Their license is paid by the breweries, and in 
all troubles the breweries take care of them. 
We think that the breweries should keep out 
of the business, and we don’t want men in 
our ranks Who tattle our proceedings ata 
time when we may take some action against 
thetrust. I don’t think it is probable that the 
union beer will be taken by many ofthe saloon- 
keepers because some of the trust beers have 
more reputation and people willonly have the 
beer with the reputation. Of course the sa- 
loons chiefly patronized by the workingmen 
will have to get the union beer. But the sa- 
loonkeepers are not satisfied with the trust. 
Formerly a brewe would help a good wus- 


tomer alon if he got in a tight 
place and Meonia not pay his lieense 
when it wae due by advancing 


the money and letting him pay it back grad- 
ually. Sometimes when they made such ad- 
yances the brewers would raise the price of 
beer per kég afew cents and let the raise * 
toward the payment of the license. In this 
way the $6% would be. paid without the saloon- 
keeper feeling it. he trust is discouraging 
that practice and any system of long Credit. 
There used to be anumber of accommodations 
given that are refused now. The brewers say 
they are putting beer-making on a business 
basis; that money is worth money, and that 
sort of thing. I know that in any other busi- 
ness we would not expect half the acoemmo- 
dations we have been aceustomed to, but the

CAPITALISTS FROM THE WEST SEEKING 
REAL ESTATE INVESTMENTS HERE. 


Residents Return Home From the East 
Satisfied That This City Is More Pro- 
gressive and Enterprising Than Phila- 
delphia—The East St. Louis Land Mur- 
ket Booming—Local Property News. 


East St. Louis has entered upon an era of 
real estate speculation which partakes some- 
thing of the nature of a boom, minus the 
usual inflation features. Untill recently it 
was quite difficult to sell property over there 
at any price, but under the auspices of a new 
and enterprising city government a won- 
derful change for the better has been 
inaugurated, contidence has been restored, 
the home people are buying and improving 
property and outside capital is being at- 
tracted there as itnever used to be, not even 
fh the most palmy days of the town. 

One of the recent large purchases, a tract of 
forty-three acres, was made by J. T. Me Cas- 
land, a New York capitalist, the property he 
dougnt being the well known pecan grove 
north and south of Broadway, east of the 
Belleville Rock road. 

The city authorities are now advertising 
for bids for filling, paving and sewering 
Broadway from the east end of the new via- 
duct to the Rock road, and have 
bought a right of way on Broad- 
way through to Eleventh street so that 


these improvements can de carried 
out without interruption. Preparations are 
now being made to grade Broadway 


from the Rock road to Eleventh street, and in 
this connection it may be stated that work- 
men are engaged in preparing a track for an 
electric railway over the Eads bridge, out 
east over Broadway. Since these enterprises 


have taken shape, Mr. McCasland has piatted 
his property, and his agent, E. S. Guignon, 
reports the following sales of lots:

The 
doctor owns over 3,300 front feet of property 
in the Tower Grove district, having recently 
bought considerable ground on Magnolia 
avenue at auction, the deeds to which have 
not yet passed. In this connection, bowever, 
he said that if the elevated road franchise was 
granted he would invest a great deal more 
money in that territory, and knew of at least 
$100,000 of Kansas capital which would be put 
into St. Louis property just as soon as it was 
definitely settled that the franchise to build 
and operate the road had been granted.

The Sullivan Party Leaves New Orleans in a 
Mysterious Manner. 


NEW ORLBANL, La., July 10.—Quite a crowd 
assembled around the steamship Hudson this 
morning to see John L. Sulltvan and party off, 
as it was believed that he would leave for New 
York on that vessel. It appeared, how- 
ever, that when application was made 
for six berths to accommodate the party 
that only four could be secured and these 


included the Captain's berths in his own 
state- room. Muidoon, who managed the 
transportation, decided not to accept the 
otter and entered into negotiations with Mr. 
Dauiel Halbaron, passenger ageat for the 
Southern Pacific Line. 
THE PARTY 
evidently intendea going through the State of 
Mississipp! where it was feared an arrest would 
be made, and determined to go through 
Texas. Sullivan and Cle „ who had been 
lushing up quite freely last night, bad not en- 
tirely recovered from the effects of their disst 
pation, as was evident from their swollen eyes 
and general appearance. At 10:30 o’clock 
Jimmie McHale called on Cleary at Sullivan’s 
headquarters on Rampart street and had s 
brief conversation with him. At his conclu- 
sion, Cleary bade him good-bye, saying he 
would meet him in New York. At 10:40 o’clock 
Pat Duffy, one of the managers of the mill, 
called and soon thereafter Sullivan, Muidoon, 
Duffy and another party entered a carriage, 
while Cleary tooka seat beside the driver.

THE DIFFERENT STYLES OF Anxs 7

A Firearms Agent Relates His Experien 
Want of Uniformity in Arming the Gu 
jans of the Peace—The Different Mod 
of Revolvers Use@-Nickel-Plateg 
Blue Barrels,

SHORTENED WEAPONS. 

„In this country there has been a single 
lack of conformity in the weapons used, y 
most instances the men being allowed g 
carry the weapon which suited them best. 
may mention that in England scarcely an 
policemen carry revolvers, and until with, 
the last few years none at all were thy 
armed. 

Ot course, under the system of allowing 
each man to choose his Own weapon, nothing 
like a revolver drill could be lutroduceg. 
Some carried the old-fashioned army sige 
which were alittie more manageable than; 
rifle, while others were provided with 32-cal 
ber weapons, the powder charge being vey 
light and the barrel short, which were ony 
“dective at close quarters. In orde 

o make carriage easy some of th 
men sawed - off the barrels of 
the large-calibered revolvers. This woul 
render them more convenient, but deprive 
them of all elements of accuracy. The rifling, 
intended for a barrel seven Inches in lengta, 
had no effect when five inches of the cha 
was cut off, and the pistol became practicaliy 
a smooth- bore and less effective than the Om 
dinary smooth-bore, as a conical projectile 
was used. When there is no chance to tak 
the rifling, a conical ball is near 
certain to upset, that is fly wits 
the large end foremost, as soon as It leaves the 
pistol. Accuracy is impossible under these 
circumstances, anda sawed-off is not reliable 
at a distance of ten feet. la the fall of |S] 
witnessed a trial made with the revolvers car. 
ried by the Buffalo police which amply proved 
the unreliability of these weapons. 4 
revolver with a shortened barrel was 
screwed in a vice and the siz 
chambers discharged at a target seven 
yards distant, The pattern made bv the bal 
lets was about four feet across. ‘This test was 
sufficient, and the police were provided with 
revolvers of uniform length. The long 
weapons were rejected, as, whilethey were 
more effective, they were difficuit to draw. 

DANGER OF THE SAPETY NOTCH. 

The order of the Chief of Police, tn as far 
as it requires all omcers to wear pistuls ofa 
uniform size und caliber, is most excel. 
lent, but other respects it 


be very considerably improved 
upon. I will say little about the safety noten 


in could 


as opposed to the hammer on the blank cart- 

ridge. There is no possibility of discharging 
a pistol while the hammer rests on the safety 
notch, but some careless men mistake the 
half-cock for this notch, and an accident may 
be the result. The part of the order to ls 
most unfavorably criticised is that in whic 
blue barrels are required.

BRIGHT AND DARK BARRELS. 

„With a long barrel, provided with fore ane 
hind sights, this consideration is of primar 
importance, but in pistols it plays little figure. 
In addition it must be remembered that u po: 
liceman has much more use for bis pistol is 
the day time than at night, and that when the 
sun is down a bright barrel is far better thans 
Dlue one. A flash of a street lamp, or any other 
artificial light, will be reflected from a nicked 
barrel, and often is of great assistance in db 
recting the aim. To fire a dark pistol ats 
dark object in a dark night is to reduce the 
chances of hitting the mark toa nlinimum. I 
the section of the order relating to biued bar- 
rels were rescinded, it would be far better. 
But if it is not, I can tell bow to cheaply 
and effectually nickel 
plated revolver barrel, 
Any chemist can remove the nickel ata smal 
cost. Then wrap a rag, or better still a quan 
tity of cotton batting, around the pistol, soak 
the envelope carefully in fine oil and set it 
afire. Do not let it burn too rapidly and whea 
it is consumed lay the weapon aside fora few 
hours. It should then be carefully wiped and 
the nickel will be replaced by a fine blue.

THE GAS REOKGANIZATION, 


Meeting of the Laclede Stockholders to 
Complete Their Purchases. 


The stockholders of the Laclede Gas-Light 
Co. helda meeting to-day to formally vote 
upon the proposition to purchase tue plants of 
the three other companies in the city embraced 
inthe Gas Trust agreement, andto provide 
the means of purchase by increasing their 
stock by making their present stock $2,500,000, 
preferred, and by providing for an issue of 
$7,500,000 of common stock, and $10,000,000 in 


5 per cent twenty-year gold bonds. The stock 
was voted by the Eastern purchasers who re- 
cently secured possession of it trom tie indi- 
vidual holders, their purchases aggregating 
about 99 per cent of the entire is- 
sue. A number of the Eastern syndicate 
were present, and the election passed off very 
smoothly, the only feature of opposition 
being that of Mr. L. A. Coquard, who wus 
also in opposition at the Gas Trust agreement 
meeting on Monday. The action of Mr. Co- 
quard continues to be something of a surprise 
to those interested in the transactions, and as 
yet they cannot imagine in what way he can 
possibly affect the sales of stock and certifi- 
cates made. They claim to have bis written 
agreements to seli, both in the trust and 
Laciede, but while he admits this, he claims 
that ne withdrew these while negotiations 
were still in progress, and under such 
withdrawals he still holds his 
stuck and certificates. But while 
the object of Mr. Coquard cannot 
be discovered its weight is not lessened in the 
least, as he has a repatation for fighting cor- 
poration deals, and fighting them success- 
fully, too. Onecuse of this kind, which has 
never been made punlic, came to light this 
morning. It was in reference to the Third 
National Bank, when that institution was ap- 
plying for a new charter a few years ago. The 
law required a unanimous vote and the con- 
tinued life of the bank was threatened by Mr. 
Coguard announcing himself in the opposi- 
tion, and as preferring to have its affairs 
wound up and a division made as shown by 
the vaiue of the stock on the books. In order 
to carry out thelr plans, the bank of- 
ficers purchased the Coquard stock at 
about $128, which was about the value of the 
stock as shown onthe books. This was his 
latest corporation Sy except inthe case of 
the West Granite Mining Co., in which it is 
claimed bis opposition had no effect in finally 
throwing the sale off. It gives him standing, 
however, and renders it probable that he will 
be able to carry his point, whatever it may be. 
The syndicate holdings, however, represent 
about 99 per cent of the Laclede stock and 9812 
per cent of the trust certificates, sothat the 
vote isas nearly unanimous as it would be 
pogsible for it to be. Added to this, as 
already explained in the Posr-Disraron, the 
dissolution of the trust this year requires 
only a majority vote, while after this year the 
agreement provides for a vote of 90 per cent 
in favor of dissolution. 

In the complete reorganization of the gas 
properties under the Laclede charter another 
difficulty bas presented itself, in connection 
with the stock of the old companies which 
never went intothe trust and which is still 
held on the outside, its owners having de- 
clined the proposition of the Eastern syndi- 
cate to allow them to come in on the same 
basis as if they had originally gone into the 
trust. This would be about $450 a share for 

Louis company’s stock. Of this 
the Campbell estate holds 400 shares and the 
city 200shares. When this is secured every- 
thing will be in, but so far asthe Campbell 
stock is concerned the heirs are holding out 
for $600 a share, and say they will not come In 
below that. The ** stock is now heid in 
abeyance awaiting the order of the Municipal 
Assembly to piace it on sale.

During the winter, when systematic cleaning 
is practically impossible, large quantities of 
such rubbish as is bound to accumulate ina 
big city, fills up to a certain evtent the gutters 
and sewer entrances, Then when this mass
